The total of 5,024 divorces 
registered in the 1994 calendar year 
is an increase of 370 over the 
previous calendar year and is the 
highest number yet recorded for 
Western Australia. December 
quarter 1994 divorces rose slightly 
by 25 from September quarter. 


For December quarter 1994 there 
was a very large increase of 1,843 
marriages from September quarter 
1994 (as occurred in 1993).
